With what millions of 3 
wealth,” he exclaims almost at the 
outset, “would the land abound it all 
thé farm labor in Georgia was wisely 
directed - if every lick struck was made 
toby effective?” But farming is not 

table. Why? Our farmers do 
understand their business. Those 
who do u and 


more money than can be made i in any 
other business. 

Our farmers lack . 
knowledge "whith can alone supply 
what they have lost in the labor of 
their begroen. Brains, skill and scien- 
tific knowledge must supply the place 
of lost muscle toa great extent; and it 
is the duty of the state to help the far- 
mers to the knowledge they need. The 
tillers of the soil do not ask, as other 
classes have, subsidies, endorsements, 
loans of credit or relief from taxation; 
but they do ask the state 46 furnisli 
them with reliable and. valuable facts 
and statistical information, and this 
hag been granted, at least in part, 
| through the establishment and support 
of the agricultural department and geo- 
logical bureau. N 

Col. Smith then states at considera- 
ble length the benefits that, the farmers 
have deri ved from the two years’ work 
of the agricultural department. It has 
put an end to frauds within the state in 
thé quality and price of fertilizers, No 
really poor fertilizer is sold in Georgia. 
The manufacturers who desire to soll 
to our planters have been eompelled to 
raitze the commercial value and lower 
the price of their goods. In the past 
year there has been a gain in these two 
respects of $9.88 aton or twenty-three 
and. one half per cent. J uring the past 
seagon 59,956 tons of fertilizers were 
used, and the farmers of the state 
therefore saved overa half million dol- 
lars chieflyghrough the information fur- 
nished by the department. 

It is known that the advice of the de- 
partment, widely disseminated and 
officially proclaimed, inthe matter of 
composting manures, has resulted in a 
grand saving. Nearly 46 per cent. of 
the fertilizers used in the state the past 
season were composted. A million of 
dollars was certainly saved in this way, 
‘Mr, Smith says a millionand a half. 
And so with fall-sown oats and 
purchases on credit, and the 
breeding of horses and mules, and 
sheep husbandry. All these subjects 
have been investigated and the facts | 
officially published for the benefit of 
theifarmers. No other instrumentali- 
ty could have brought them home to 
the people as the department has done. 
Mr. Smith therefore hopes that the 
annual appropriation will be increased 
to $15,000 so that the valuable reports 
of the department can be placed in the 
hands of every farmer in Georgia. 

After a few commendatory words of 
the work of the state geologist, Col. 
Smith ssys in conclusion: “Since losing 
Fur labor, we must, in a great measure, 
supply its place with skill and knowl- 
edge; unless wedo we shall never 
again become wealthy and prosperous; 
and the state government, which has 
liberally aided all other occupations, 
must not be slack to continue a like 


The farmers do not ask 
any other aid; they must have this, 
and it must not be grudgingly dealt 
out to them.”
